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To  The  Chancellor 

And  Members  of  Convocation: 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  now  seven  years  since  The  University  Act  was  passed, 
and  it  seems  fitting  to  include  with  the  reports  for  the  years 
1912-13  and  1913-14  a  summary  of  the  results  attained. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  of  the  University  were  formerly  opened  by 
the  Hon.  Walter  Scott  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1913.  To  Mr. 
Scott  came  the  rare  opportunity^  of  dignifying  the  life  of  a  prov- 
ince by  the  erection  of  worthy  public  buildings.  The  Legislative 
Buildings  at  Regina  and  the  University  buildings  at  Saskatoon 
will  for  generations  stand  as  a  memorial  of  the  hopes  and  ambi- 
tions of  the  pioneers  of  the  youngest  province  of  the  Dominion. 

With  these  memorable  words  Premier  Scott  began  his  address 
at  the  Opening: — "We  are  met  here  to  mark  the  completion  and 
opening  for  use  of  the  initial  buildings  of  Saskatchewan's  Pro- 
vincial University  and  Agricultural  College.  Next  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  province  itself  this  seat  of  higher  learning  is  the 
most  important  institution  that  Saskatchewan  will  ever  possess 
— and  I  am  by  no  means  sure  that  a  state  University  which  fulfils 
its  function  is  second  in  importance  to  the  Legislature  of  that 
state,  because  upon  the  work  of  the  University  during  the 
twentieth  century  will  depend  in  great  measure — yes,  if  we  couple 
the  common  schools  with  the  University— we  may  truly  saj'  that 
upon  their  work  in  the  country  will  depend  altogether  the 
character  of  the  Legislature  which  will  be  representing  the 
province,  and  the  character  of  the  government  which  the  people 
of  the  province  will  be  carrying  on  for  themselves  at  the  end 
of  the  century.  The  importance  of  the  institution  needs  no 
emphasis."  "Benjamin  Disraeli  said  that  nothing  so  truly 
represents  a  people  as  a  public  building.  My  colleagues  and  I 
have  tried   to   keep   Disraeli's   phrase   in   mind   all   through   the 


work  of  preparation  and  construction  of  the  home  of  the  people's 
Legislature  at  Regina,  which  His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor- 
General  formally  opened  last  12th  of  October,  and  I  think,  after 
seeing  the  combined  beauty  and  utility  of  these  buildings  which 
form  the  beginning  of  the  home  of  the  people's  University,  and 
when  we  see  how  appropriate  to  the  purposes  of  a  University 
is  the  type  of  architecture  chosen,  we  shall  all  conclude  that  the 
identical  truth,  if  not  the  actual  words  of  Disraeli  must  have 
possessed  the  minds  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the  architects 
and  the  contractors  and  everj^one  responsible  for  these  Iniildings." 

The  Annual  Convocation  and  the  Formal  Opening  were 
held  on  the  same  day.  The  ceremonies  were  enriched  by  ad- 
dresses from  Hon.  G.  W.  Brown,  the  Lieutenant-Governor; 
Hon.  F.  W.  G.  Haultain,  Hon.  J.  A.  Calder,  President  Falconer 
of  Toronto,  President  MacLean  of  IVLanitoba,  and  Mr.  W.  B. 
WilIoughl)y,  M.L.X. 

The  buildings  dedicated  by  IMr.  Scott  comprise  two  stone 
buildings  in  the  Collegiate  Gothic  style  of  architecture — a  Univer- 
sity Hall  or  Students'  Residence  and  a  College  ultimately  to  be 
devoted  exclusively  to  Agriculture;  three  brick  buildings — a 
Laboratory  for  Engineering,  a  Pavillion  for  Stock  Judging  and 
a  Power  House;  six  farm  buildings  including  a  large  horse  and 
cattle  barn;  three  cottages  of  wood,  and  residences  of  stone  for 
the  President  and  the  Dean  of  Agriculture.  These  buildings, 
are  placed  on  a  campus  of  nearly  300  acres  in  extent  and  are 
adjacent  to  the  farm  and  experiment  plots,  which  together 
contain  over  1,000  acres.  The  cost  of  these  buildings,  their 
equipment  and  site,  is  approximately  $1,500,000. 

ORGANIZATION. 

It  is  significant  of  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  University 
idea  that  the  first  site  proposed  contained  less  than  oiie  hundred 
acres,  and  the  building  projected  was  to  accommodate  about 
four  hundred  students  and  to  cost  less  than  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  When  plans  begrm  to  take  shape.  Premier 
Scott  suggested  two  sections  of  land  as  a  proper  setting  for  a 
great  state  University.  His  predecessor  in  office,  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Haultain,  maintained  that  the  University  should  adhere  to  the 
best  traditions  of  the  older  universities  of  Canada  and  Britain, 
and  cordiall}'  supported  every  step  taken  to  place  it  ])eyond  the 
reach  of  sectarian  and  party  strife.  To  the  Hon.  Mr.  Calder, 
the  Minister  of  Education,  fell  the  task  of  planning  the  organisa- 
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tion  of  the  new   I'niversity.     This  he   did   with  admirable  com- 
pleteness and  thoroughness. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
was  studied  and  followed  in  the  main.  The  charter  of  the  new 
University  clearly  separates  the  management  of  its  business 
affairs  from  the  control  of  its  educational  policy.  The  former  is 
intrusted  to  a  Board  of  Governors;  the  latter  is  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  Senate  elected  by  the  University  men  of  the  province. 
A  majority  of  the  Governors  are  selected  by  the  Senate,  and  in 
the  appointment  of  the  minority  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  both  political  parties  ai'e  represented. 

Generous  provision  for  the  support  of  the  University  was 
made.  The  Province  assumed  responsibility  for  the  loans  required 
for  capital  expenditure.  The  University  buildings,  no  less  than 
the  Legislative  buildings,  become  a  direct  charge  upon  the 
Province.  For  current  expenditure  one-third  of  the  succession 
duties,  one-tenth  of  the  Supplementary  Revenue,  one-quarter  of 
the  Corporation  Tax,  and  later,  one-half  of  the  Dominion  grant 
in  aid  of  agriculture  are  set  aside.  The  Legislature  makes  a 
direct  grant  of  whatever  is  required  in  addition.  From  the  first 
the  Legislature  frankly  admitted  full  responsibility  for  the 
support  of  the  University  and  undertook  the  discharge  of  that 
responsibility  in  the  most  effective  and  economical  way. 

'  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  the  generous  support  given 
to  the  University  by  the  Legislature  has  been  cordially  endorsed 
by  the  people  of  the  province,  and  that  both  parties  have  loyally 
co-operated  to  keep  the  University  free  from  the  taint  of  political 
partisanship. 

THE    UNIVERSITY    AXD    AGRICULTURE. 

The  first  difficult  problem  which  the  University  had  to  face 
was  the  question  of  its  relation  to  the  College  of  Agriculture. 
This  was  a  question  of  great  moment.  Should  the  University 
strive  to  identify  itself  in  the  most  intimate  manner  possible 
with  the  dominating  interests  of  the  people?  Could  the  agricul- 
tural interests  afford  to  commit  their  future  to  the  care  of  the 
University?  Tradition  gave  a  negative  to  each  question.  But 
the  traditional  University  was  the  child  of  the  Church,  or  the 
preserve  of  a  class,  or  the  creation  of  a  millionaire.  A  University 
created  by  the  people,  supported  and  controlled  by  the  people 
could  not  afford  to  neglect  the  chief  interest  of  the  people. 
Neither  should  the  people  fear  their  own  offspring. 
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This  difficult  question  was  approached  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Motherwell,  and  his  Deputy,  with 
great  openness  of  mind  and  largeness  of  view.  Tradition,  the 
counsel  of  anxious  friends,  and  the  fear  of  the  untried  in  Canada 
made  for  separation.  Notwithstanding  all  this,  after  the  most 
careful  consideration  of  every  phase  of  the  question,  the  Minister 
and  his  Deputy  declared  their  readiness  to  make  the  experiment 
of  combining  Arts  and  Agriculture  for  the  first  time  in  Canada, 
and  the  Minister  generously  agreed  to  transfer  to  the  College 
and  the  University  some  of  the  most  efficient  and  most  popular 
branches  of  his  department. 

Has  the  experiment  proved  a  success?  Four  evils  were 
feared.  It  was  said  that  there  would  be  a  lack  of  sympathy 
between  the  professors  in  Arts  and  those  in  Agriculture,  that  discord 
would  arise  between  the  two  student  bodies,  that  the  University 
would  starve  the  College  of  Agriculture,  and  that  students  in  Agri- 
culture would  be  drawn  away  from  the  farm.  The  best  answer  to 
these  fears  is  contained  in  the  following  extract  from  the  last  report 
of  the  Advisory  Council  in  Agriculture.  This  report  was  signed 
by  Mr.  Angus  MacKay,  Superintendent  of  the  Experimental 
Farm  at  Indian  Head,  Mr.  J.  A.  Maharg,  President  of  the  Grain 
Growers,  Mr.  F.  W.  Green,  Secretary  of  the  same  Association 
and  for  many  a  year  a  leader  of  the  farmers  of  the  province, 
and  Mr.  John  Dixoii,  an  old-time  rancher  and  stockman.  "Your 
Advisory  Council,  having  heard  the  report  of  the  work  of  the 
College  of  Agriculture,  including  the  Extension  Department, 
and  having  inspected  the  buildings,  residences  and  dining  hall, 
classrooms  and  laboratories,  barns,  stables,  poultry  houses  and 
shops,  and  also  the  equipment  of  the  various  departments;  and 
having  taken  notice  of  the.  instruction  being  given  to  the  400 
or  more  farmers  assembled  at  the  various  short  courses  and 
conventions  now  in  session,  beg  to  express  our  approval  and 
appreciation  of  the  very  excellent  provision  that  has  been  made 
by  the  Board  of  Governors  in  these  respects." 

"We  note  with  great  satisfaction  the  harmony  and  good 
fellowship  that  exists  between  the  students  and  staff  of  all  the 
faculties  of  the  University.  It  appears  to  3'Our  Council  that 
this  condition  of  affairs  is  bound  to  result  in  great  good  to  the 
future  development  and  prosperity  of  Saskatchewan.'' 


EDUCATIONAL    DEVELOPMENT. 


The  educational  development  of  the  University  has  advanced 
even    more   rapidly   than   its   physical   equipment.     In    1909   the 
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University  began  teaching  with  four  professors  in  Arts;  in  1913-14 
its  work  was  done  by  twenty-eight  professors,  two  instructors, 
twelve  lecturers  and  two  directors  of  Extension  Work,  in  three 
Colleges — Arts,  Agriculture  and  Law,  and  in  two  Schools — 
Engineering  and  Pharmacy.  The  number  of  students  registered 
in  1909  was  70;  in  1913,  382.  To  the  latter  number  might  be 
added  the  2,500  who  attended  the  Short  Courses  held  at  the 
University  and  nine  local  centres;  the  35,000  who  took  advantage 
of  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Better  Farming  Trains  conducted 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
University;  the  125,000  who  came  into  more  or  less  direct  contact 
with  the  work  of  the  Extension  Department.  In  brief  during 
the  past  year  the  various  activities  of  the  University  have 
touched  directly  and  indirectly  over  160,000  persons,  or  one  in 
every  four  of  the  population  of  the  province. 

IN    ARTS. 

The  oldest  College,  that  of  Arts,  has  now  organised  depart- 
ments of  English,  Latin,  Greek,  French,  German,  History, 
Economics,  Philosophy,  Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry  and 
Biology  and  fairly  well  equipped  laboratories  in  Chemistry, 
Physics  and  Biology.  This  College  offers  courses  leading  to 
the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Master  of  Arts,  Bachelor  and 
Master  of  Science.  Under  its  supervision  are  the  Schools  of 
Engineering,  Pharmacy  and  Accounting.  The  School  of  Engin- 
eering offers  at  present  a  course  in  Civil  Engineering  only.  The 
School  of  Pharmacy  offers  a  course  for  candidates  for  the  License 
to  practise.  In  Accounting  courses  leading  to  the  Certificate 
(C.A.)  and  the  Degree  (B.  Ace.)  are  in  preparation. 

IN   AGRICULTURE. 

The  College  of  Agriculture  offers  three  kinds  of  courses: 
one  leading  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Agriculture; 
one  leading  to  the  Certificate  of  Associate  in  Agriculture;  Short 
Courses  of  a  few  weeks  duration.  The  degree  course  is  intended 
for  specialists,  the  associate  course  for  farmers'  sons  who  intend 
to  make  farming  their  life  work,  and  the  Short  Courses  for 
farmers,  their  wives,  sons  and  daughters,  and  for  teachers. 
These  Short  Courses  extend  from  two  to  four  days  to  as  many 
weeks,  and  are  held  both  at  the  University  and  in  different  local 
centres.     Each  course  emphasizes  some  special  subject,  or  group 
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of  subjects.  One  course  is  devoted  to  Gas  Engines,  another  to 
Domestic  Science,  a  third  to  Tillage  and  Stock  Problems,  a 
fourth  to  Agriculture  and  Natural  Science  for  Schools.  The 
College  of  Agriculture  also  carried  on  Extension  work  through 
the  Agricultural  Societies  and  the  Homemakers'  Clubs. 


IN    LAW. 

The  College  of  Law  offers  a  course  leading  to  the  degree 
of  LL.B.,  and  there  is  some  prospect  that  arrangements  will  be 
made  with  the  Law  Society  wherebj^  the  curricula  for  the  Univer- 
sity's degree  and  for  the  Society's  examinations  may  be  har- 
monised. 

AFFILIATION. 

The  University  has  entered  into  affiliations  with  other 
educational  agencies.  With  the  Department  of  Education  it  has 
co-operated  in  unifying  the  courses  for  teachers  and  the  courses 
for  Matriculation  in  the  Provincial  High  Schools  and  Collegiates. 
Further  it  recognizes  Teachers'  Certificates  for  Matriculation 
and  the  Department  in  turn  gives  recognition  to  work  done  in 
the  University  for  Teachers'  Certificates.  The  Normal  Schools 
are  also  in  affiliation  and  there  is  co-operation  between  them 
and  the  University. 

Affiliations  with  Theological  Colleges  have  also  been  estab- 
lished. Sites  on  the  University  Campus  have  been  granted  to 
three  Colleges,  Emmanuel,  the  Presbyterian  and  the  Methodist. 
Other  sites  are  available.  St.  Chad's  College,  Regina,  has  been 
admitted  to  affiliation. 

The  High  Schools,  Collegiates,  and  the  Colleges  in  the 
province  doing  preparatory  work  are  recognized  and  in  a  sense 
affiliated.  Each  has  the  right  to  nominate  each  year  a  pupil  to 
a  scholarship  giving'  free  tuition  in  the  University. 

With  the  Professional  Societies  the  establishment  of  relations 
of  affiliation  has  been  slow.  These  relations  involve  the  examina- 
tion and  certification  of  candidates  for  the  license  to  practise. 
So  far  as  the  teaching  profession  is  concerned  this  work  is  done 
by  the  Provincial  Department  of  Education.  For  the  Ministry 
the  churches  will  always'  hold  and  exercise  their  rights.  For  the 
older  professions  of  Law  and  Medicine,  their  elected  Councils 
have  exercised  this  right,  with  the  consent  of  the  Legislature. 
There  is  a  growing  demand  that  the  state  should  intervene  and 
exercise  over  the  licensing  of  candidates  for  all  the  professions 
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(with  the  exception  of  that  of  Divinity)  that  control  which  for 
years  it  has  exercised  over  teaching.  The  Province  of  Alberta 
has  transferred  to  the  Provincial  University  the  duties  of  exam- 
ining candidates  for  licenses  in  Medicine,  Law,  Dentistry,  Survey- 
ing, Accounting,  Architecture,  Pharmacy  and  Veterinary  Science. 
In  Saskatchewan  the  professions  of  Accounting,  Architecture, 
Pharmacy  and  Veterinary  Medicine  have  voluntarily  transferred 
these  duties  to  the  University,  and  negotiations  with  other 
societies  are  in  progress. 

The  general  principle  of  these  affiliations  makes  the  Univer- 
sity responsible  for  the  examining  of  the  candidates  but  grants 
due  recognition  to  the  Society  in  the  constitution  of  the  Examin- 
ing Board,  and  leaves  to  the  Society  the  issuing  of  the  licenses 
in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  Examining  Board. 

STAFF. 

The  character  of  the  work  of  the  University'  depends  entirely 
upon  the  staff.  For  their  appointment  the  Board  of  Governors 
acting  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  President  is  responsible. 
In  making  appointments  the  Governors  have  asked  that  candi- 
dates give  evidence  of  a  thorough  undergraduate  training,  and  of 
having  pursued  their  studies  in  a  graduate  school.  In  addition  to  a 
good  training,  sound  scholarship,  and  an  alert  interest  in  research 
they  require  of  the  candidate  skill  and  success  in  teaching,  an 
acceptable  personality,  and  a  readiness  and  ability  to  adapt 
himself  to  conditions  in  Western  Canada.  The  University  Act 
excludes  sectarian  preferences,  and  Western  conditions  forbid 
racial  prejudices. 

Since  the  University  opened  only  one  member  of  the  Staff 
has  severed  his  connection  with  it.  After  two  years  of  service 
Mr.  F.  H.  Auld  resigned  the  position  of  Director  of  Extension 
Work.  Mr.  Moxon,  for  two  years  Professor  of  Classics,  was 
transferred  to  the  Law  Faculty;  and  Dr.  Oliver,  for  five  years 
Professor  of  History,  resigned  to  become  Principal  of  an  affiliated 
College  of  Theology.  Dr.  MacKay  has  been  transferred  from 
Philosophy  to  Law. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  following  appointments  have 
been  made:  Raymond  K..  Baker,  B.A.  (Man.),  to  be  Assistant 
Professor  of  Poultry;  Garnet  H.  Cutler,  B.S.A.  (Tor.),  formerly 
Instructor  at  Macdonald  College,  to  be  Professor  of  Cereal 
Husbandry;  Lloj'd  L.  Dines,  B.A.  (Northwestern),  Fellow  and 
Ph.D.  (Chicago),  formerly  Instructor  in  Columbia  and  Associate 
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Professor  of  Mathematics  in  Arizona,  to  be  Assistant  Professor 
of  Mathematics;  John  W.  Eaton,  M.A.,  Senior  Moderator  and 
Gold  Medallist  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  formerly  Lecturer  in 
Bristol  and  Queens,  to  be  Assistant  Professor  in  German;  Lewis 
C.  Gray,  M.A.,  Ph.D.  (Wisconsin),  and  formerly  Instructor  in 
that  University,  to  be  Professor  of  Economics;  Albert  E.  Hen- 
nings,  -M.A.,  Fellow  and  Ph.D.  (Chicago),  to  be  Assistant 
Professor  of  Physics;  A.  Moxon,  B.A.,  B.C.L.  (Oxford),  to  be 
Professor  of  Law;  Alexander  M.  Shaw,  B.S.A.  (Tor.),  to  be 
Assistant  Professor  of  Animal  Husbandry;  J.  MacGregor  Smith, 
B.S.A.  (Man.),  to  be  Assistant  Professor  of  Agricultural  Engin- 
eering; Walter  P.  Thompson,  M.A.  (Tor.),  Fellow  and  Ph.D.  of 
Harvard,  to  be  Professor  of  Biology;  Stewart  Basterfield,  B.Sc. 
(Lond.),  to  be  Instructor  in  Chemistry;  Miss  Abigail  DeLury, 
graduate  of  Macdonald  College,  to  be  Director  of  Women's  work; 
Mary  I.  Oliver,  B.A.  (Sask.),  to  be  Instructor  in  Greek;  Archibakl 
R.  Weir,  B.A.  (Sask.),  to  be  Registrar  and  Lecturer  in  English; 
Alexander  Campbell  to  be  Professor  of  Pharmacy;  N.  Wright, 
V.S.,  to  be  Lecturer  in  Veterinary  Science. 

NEW    DEPARTMENTS. 

A  College  of  Law  offering  a  three  years'  course  leading  to 
the  LI.  B.  was  established.  The  staff  of  the  College  comprises 
two  professors  and  three  lecturers.  In  accordance  with  the 
agreement  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  a  department 
of  Pharmacy  was  opened  with  Mr.  A.  Campbell  as  acting  pro- 
fessor of  that  subject.  The  course  given  prepares  candidates 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  License.  A  department  in  Civil  Engin- 
eering was  also  established. 

STUDENTS. 

The  registration  shows  a  very  large  increase  in   1913-1914.

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Of  the  students  registered  in  1912-13,  88  were  born  in  Great 
Britain,  123  in  Canada  (38  in  Saskatchewan),  21  in  the  United 
States  and  10  elsewhere.  The  registered  students  of  the  following 
j^ear  included  representatives  of  twelve  nationalities. 

DEGREES. 

The  original  members  of  Convocation  numbered  413.  To 
this  number  there  have  been  added  by  admission  ad  eundem 
gradum  70,  and  by  admission  to  degrees  in  course  77,  making  a 
total  of  560.  In  time  the  register  of  Convocation  will  contain 
the  names  of  many  persons  who  have  left  the  province.  As  long 
as  their  names  are  on  the  register  they  are  entitled  to  a  share  in 
the  government  of  the  University.  It  seems  hardly  fitting  that 
men  and  w^omen  who  have  removed  from  Saskatchewan,  and 
even  in  several  cases  from  Canada,  should  retain  a  right  to 
participate  in  the  government  of  a  provincial  institution.  Resi- 
dence is  deemed  a  necessary  qualification  for  an  elector  in  a 
political  riding.  There  is  also  an  economic  objection  to  the 
retention  on  the  register  of  the  names  of  persons  whose  addresses 
are  uncertain  or  so  distant  that  thej^  cannot  take  an  active 
interest  in  Universit}'  affairs.  All  Universit}'  publications  should 
be  sent  to  everyone  on  the  register.  This  means  considerable 
additional  expense  for  printing  and  postage  and  in  the  case  of 
returned  letters  or  pamphlets  for  double  postage.  Some  provision 
should  be  made  for  the  revision  of  the  register  and  possibly  foi' 
the  removal  of  the  names  of  members  of  Convocation  while  not 
resident  in  Saskatchewan.

Most  substantial  have  been  the  gifts  received  by  the  Univer- 
sity during  the  years  1912-13  and  1913-14.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Association .  gave  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000) 
on  condition  that  the  University  establish  a  department  of 
Pharmacy.  From  the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture 
through  the  Provincial  Department  came  the  offer  of  an  annual 
sum  of  $27,000  to  be  expended  for  Instruction  and  Research  in 
Agriculture.  From  Mr.  Fred  Engen  $1,000  was  received  for  Scholar- 
ships and  Exhibitions.  From  Hon.  George  W.  Brown,  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  $200  for  Prices  and  the  offer  of  $1,500  for  a  travelling 
Fellowship  in  Agriculture.  From  Mr.  A.  Bowerman  $300  for 
Scholarships  and  several  valuable  books.  From  Mrs.  Copland  $250 
for  a  Scholarship  and  also  a  portrait  of  her  husband,  the  late  Thomas 
Copland.     From  a  gentleman  in   Edmonton   $300,    for  prizes  in 
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Biblical  Literature.  From  Messrs.  T.  F.  and  L.  G.  Calder  S300, 
for  gymnastic  apparatus.  From  the  Agricultural  Societies  of 
the  province  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Angus  MacKay,  the  Director  of 
the  Experimental  Farm  at  Indian  Head.  From  Hon.  F.  W.  G. 
Haultain  a  rare  set  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tories. From  Mr.  R.  W.  Shannon,  M.A.,  K.C.,  the  offer  of  an 
annual  prize  of  $50  to  be  awarded  to  the  student  standing  highest 
among  those  graduating  in  Law.  From  the  Carswell  Company 
three  valuable  prizes  in  Law  books  to  be  awarded  annually. 
From  Mr.  C.  R.  Hill  a  cup  for  Debating.  Valuable  books  from 
Father  Morice,  Rev.  Dr.  Bryce,  Mr.  Willoughljy  and  Dr.  Eigen- 
mann,  of  Lidiana  University,  the  Dominion  and  Provincial 
Governments.  From  Mrs.  M.  King  and  the  J.  T.  Case  Co., 
gifts  to  the  College  of  Agriculture. 

EXTENSION    DEPARTMENT. 

The  activities  of  the  Extension  Department  included  Farmers 
Institutes,  Short  Courses  at  the  University  and  elsewhere  and 
Better  Farming  Train.  These  were  attended  by  64,111  people. 
The  Homemakers'  Clubs  have  grown  rapidly  and  the  Annual 
Convention  proved  most  helpful.  Special  attention  was  given 
to  the  quickening  of  the  interest  of  the  children  in  Agriculture 
with  very  gratifying  results.
